It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

U.S.C. 112 first and second paragraph rejections based upon the words "encapsulate" and "surround". The examiner 
explained that she felt the lip 30 of the elected embodiment of Fig. 8 was only enclosed by the material of the patch 14 
on three, but not all fours sides of the lip 30 so that the lip 30 was not encapsulated or surrounded by the material of 
the patch 14. Ms, Lytle inquired as to whether the examiner had any suggestion for language that she would find more 
acceptable, but the examiner noted that she did not have any particular language in mind. Ms. Lytle also inquired as to 
whether it might be better at this point in the prosecution to file an after final amendment or a continuing application, 
and the examiner told her that any amendment filed after final which required further consideration and/or search would 
most likely be met with an Advisory Action. 
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
